Me attention through another, in substance alleging that Oswald's 
name appeared; on a guest register maintained at an e otabli ieent 
called the "Fox and Hounds" located at the northern Cv-libt L WS> 

Hubertia in the vicinity of Milwaukee. Harris further advices that 
inquiry by him, arcing others, leads him to believe that the 
restaurant is owned by one or more of four bx-othars neried Fazio 
who reportedly have underworld- type connections. 


Harris 1‘urther advises that upon learning this Information 
he began cori'esponding with Beschon end is still doing so, and 
accordingly, prefers not to be identified as having disclosed 
Beschon's name, Harris claims that Decchon is convinced that there 
is something to the rumor because of the reaction on the part of 
the restaurant's personnel among whom he has conducted inquiry.
